Knesset panel approves car levy

.The Knesset Finance Committee 
yesterday approved a one-time levy 
on private cars, company buildings 
and capital stock. The levy wiH be- 
come effective after passing its third 
reading in the Knesset. But it still 
stalled on the proposed travel tax 
increase (see page 2). 

The levy on private cars will be 
paid together with the annual licence 
fee, and will be linked to the Con- 
sumer Price Index. It will remain in 
force for one year. 

The committee also approved a 
last min ute amendment to the levy 
bCU, which allows firms to deduct 
from their annual tax returns a fifth 


of the levy to be imposed on their 
building and capital stock during 
each of the coming five years. 

Thus, private-car owners who will 
not enjoy this privilege, will be the 
only ones to effectively pay the levy. 

Company-owned cars are to be 
treated as capital stock, and the levy 
paid on them will be tax-deductable. 
Ministers and other senior officials 
in the public sector will not pay the 
levy on their official cars. 

Some committee members pro- ■ 
tested against what they felt was a 
decision largely guided by vested 
interests. An Alignment proposal to 
exempt the Egged and Dan bus 
cooperatives from the levy was sup- 


ported by only half the members 
of the committee, and the Knesset 
will thus have to decide the issue. 

State Revenue Administration 
officials later told the committee that 
the amendment they bad approved 
will deprive the public coffers of 
some $25 million.

Terror defendants switch strategy

The defendants in the Jewish 
underground trial yesterday switch- 
ed from legal defence in favour of a 
political offensive, firing their 
lawyers and finding supporters 
among those who, until the prisoner 
exchange this week, had been their 
bitterest opponents. 

Their strategy seemed to be to use 
a backlash to the prisoners exchange 
to get a politically pressured amnes- 
ty- - . 

The session began with Menahem 
Livni, tiie alleged chief consp i r a tor 


in the case, reading out a statement 
rejecting Judge Eliahu Bazak's plea 
last week that the defendants not fire 
their lawyers. 

"The state and the court. . .should 
do the only honourable thing. . .after 
the release of the terrorists to their 
homes. And end this trial,” said 
Livni. 

He said he had already made up 
his mind not to present a defence, 
when Bazak and the other two 
judges last week ruled that the de- 
fendants' views on security condi- 
tions in the territories and the ques- 
tion of sovereignity on the Temple 


Mount were "irrelevant” to the de- 
fence. 

Bazak interjected: “I thought I 
had convinced you not to fire your 
lawyer.” 

“Maybe,” said Livni. “but now 
there can be no defence' at all, for 
there is no justice in this trial.” 

All the other defendants joined 
Livni. except for Boaz Heinemann, 
whose lawyer informed the judges 
that Kehvtamc - ‘.reared of steal- 
ing and preparing explosives - still 
wants to testify. Haim Ben-David at 
first wanted to join Heinemann, but

Major crisis unlikely 

over Jewish terror trial

A major coalition crisis over 
demands to free the defendants 
in the Jewish underground trial 
appeared unlikely last night be- 
cause of differences of opinion 
within the Likud and other right 
wing parties. 

Vice Premier and Foreign Minis- 
ter Yitzhak Shamir advocates pres- 
idential clemency after verdicts and 
sentences are handed down. But 
other right wing ministers and Knes- 
set members say the underground 
defendants should be freed during 
the course of their trials as a gesture 
of clemency following the release of 
1,150 Arab terrorists in Monday's 
prisoner exchange. 

Former prime minister 
Menachem Begin yesterday said on 


Israel Radio that the prisoner ex- 
change and a possible pardon for the 
Jewish underground terrorist sus- 
pects should not be linked. 

The. possibility that the trial may 
end speedily should also serve to 
defuse coalition tensions, since it will 
render, irrelevent any question of 
freeing the defendants out of hand. 
In this case. Alignment ministers

who vehemently oppose stopping 
the trial .because they see that as an 
abuse of the rule of law, will find it 
easier to appease the defendants' 
advocates by saying that questions of 
clemency can then be handled in the

If demands for clemency are 
raised in the cabinet or in the inner 
cabinet (which meets today), the 
Alignment will find it fairly easy to 
postpone debate on the issue, 
according to informed sources. 

Most of the defendants have said 
they will not testify- in their defence, 
and since the prosecution is due to 
complete iu. summation next week, 
it should be easy for the Alignment 
to persuade some Likud MKs to wait 
until verdicts are handed down. 

Attorney General Yitzhak Zamir 
is the only person, besides the presi- 
dent. who can stop a trial in mid- 
course by dropping (he charges or 
requesting a stay in the proceedings.

Close watch on freed terrorists

As joy and nationalist sentiment 
swept the West Bank and Gaza 
yesterday, following the release of 
more than 800 convicted terrorists 
and other security offenders, milit- 
ary and security officials offered con- 
flicting predictions about the re- 
leased prisoners' influence on the 
security situation in the territories. 

While it is dear to both sides that 
those who have chosen to remain in 
Israeli -controlled territory will be 


closely watched, some officials have 
little doubt that there will be some 
recidivism. 

"Some of these people were Fatah 
commanders in the area before their 
capture. There is a good chance that 
they will continue to act as organiz- 
ers and behind the scenes comman- 
ders," one offidal said. 

He also expressed fears that some 
of those released would know of 
caches of arms and explosives so far 
undetected by the security forces. 

The coordinator of activities in the 


territories, Shmuel Goren. said 
yesterday that it would be made 
clear to each of the released prison- 
ers that Israel would uphold its side 
of the agreement concluded with 
Ahmed Jibril and the Red Cross. 
“However, the slightest infringe- 
ment of the law on their part will be 
treated with the utmost severity,” he 
stressed. 

Within the next few weeks, every 
released prisoner will be summoned 
to local military headquarters and

Inner Cabinet united on release

The exchange of 1,150 terrorists 
for 3 Israeli soldiers being held by 
Ahmed Jibril was approved unani- 
mously by the Inner Cabinet on 
April 1, two weeks before it was 
finally accepted by Jibril. 

Had the approval not been unani- 
mous, senior sources say, the ex- 
change would not have taken place. 

The terrorists included some of 
the most vicious killers taken alive 
by the Israeli security forces. Ahmed 
Jibril beads the Syrian-backed Popu- 


lar Front for the Liberation of Pales- 
tine - General Command. 

“What we did not foresee at the 
time,” one offidal told The Jeru- 
salem Post, “was that some of the 
ministers may have raised their hand 
because they saw this as a way of 
getting the Jewish terrorists released 
as well.” 

The Inner Cabinet’s vote came 
after 18 months of arduous, frustrat- 
ing and sometimes humiliating 
attempts by Israel to reach an accord 
with Jibril. 

The first attempt to secure the 
release of the prisoners being held by 


the Syrians, the PLO and Jibril, as 
well as to obtain information about 
soldiers missing in action - at that 
time Hezi Shai. released on Mon- 
day, was one of these - was initiated 
by Lova Eliav in December 1982. 

Eliav was particularly close to the 
late Issam Sartawi, who headed the 
moderate wing in the PLO inner 
circle. Eliav maintained contact with 
him until April 1983 when Sartawi 
was assassinated ?r. Priitug.'d py a. 
member of Abu Nidal's radical ter- 
ror group.

Vice Premier Yitzhak Shamir 
yesterday defended Monday's pris- 
oner exchange with the Syrian- 
backed Popular Front for the Li- 
beration of Palestine-General Coni' 
mand, in which 1,150 terrorists held 
by Israel were freed in exchange for 
three Israeli soldiers. 

Appearing before the Knesset 
Foreign Affairs and Defence Com- 
mittee, Shamir said the negotiators 
of the exchange had had no ground 
rules to guide them and had to use 
their best judgement as the negotia- 
tions unfolded. 

Asked by committee members ab- 
out demands to pardon the defen- 
dants in the Jewish underground 
trial as a countermove to the “unba- 
lanced" prisoner exchange, Shamir 
replied that after consulting with 
“many people in the Likud" he felt 
that the prisoner exchange and the 
underground should not be linked. 
“But," he added, “the tuning of the 
two developments definitely should 
encourage a speed-up in the deter- 
mination of the underground mat- 
ter." 

Declaring that “the path they (the 
Jewish underground members) 
chose was wrong,” Shamir neverthe- 
less recommended that they be for- 
given - “but only if they publicly 
express their remorse at what they 
have done or intended to do." 

Committee member Eiiahu Ben- 
Efissar (Likud) said: “Now that we 
have sent hundeds of convicted 
murderers home to their families, we 
should also see to h that a small - 
group of Jewish suspects are sent 
home to their families." 

Linking the prisoner exchange 
with pardons for underground mem- 
bers also came up yesterday in ex- 
ecutive meetings of the Alignment 
and the Likud Knesset factions. 

The overwhelming majority of 
Alignment MKs, according to a draft 
resolution due to be formally 
approved by them this morning, 
state that they “reject any attempt to 
undermine law and justice in Israel 
by linkin g the prisoner exchange to 
the dropping of charges against the 
underground members by the attor- 
ney general. . . .Authority for pardon- 
ing criminals rests solely with the 
president and only be should decide 
on the fate of the underground mem-

Menahem Hacoben and Yitzhak 
Pcretz were the only two Alignment 
MKs who attended yesterday’s fac- 


tion executive meeting who sup- 
ported early pardons for the under- 
ground members. 

Peretz asked that the legal pro- 
ceedings in the underground case be 
speeded up so that a request for 
pardon by President Herzog could 
be presented in the near future. 

Simha Dinitz said that pardoning 
the underground members would 
undermine Israel's reputation as a 
state based justice. 

Almost all other speakers at the 
meeting opposed giving amnesty to 
the underground defendants before 
their trial is over. 

At the Likud faction executive, 
almost all speakers backed linking 
the prisoner exchange and under- 
ground issues. However, faction 
whip Haim Kaufman ruled that the 
matter was so important that 
another meeting - of the whole fac- 
tion - would be held today, to hear 
more Likud MKs' views. 

Among other reactions by Knes- 
set Members yesterday to Monday's 
prisoner exchange were the follow- 
ing : 

• Uzi Landau (Likud): The re- 
lease of the 1,150 will encourage 
more terrorist acts, and will torpedo 
any future prisoner exchange plans. 
What price will we have to pay next 
time? Israel will no longer be viewed 
as a country that refuses to submit to 
blackmail. 

• David Libai (Alignment): It was 
a mistake to negotiate with Jibril on 
his terms. That should only have 
been done if the lives of the three 
soldiers were in immediate danger. 
The government’s consenting to the 
freeing of 600 criminals and letting 
them circulate among us in the admi- 
nistered areas undermines justice. 
To prevent suffering by the families 
of three suffering by the families of 
three soldiers the government has 
caused suffering and horror to the 
families and the hundreds of victims 
of the murderers who were freed. 

• Benny Shalita (Likud): Releas- 
ing murderers is scandalous, and will 
only lead to more terrorism. In the 
future, the blackmailers may de- 
mand territory in exchange for 
Israelis.

Kreisky cites assassination warning 


VIENNA (AP). - Former Austrian 
Chancellor Bruno Kreisky. who 
helped negotiate this week's prison- 
er exchange, said yesterday be had 
cancelled a trip to Israel after friends 
warned of a possible assassination 
attempt. 

Kreisky was scheduled to leave 
yesterday on an eight-day tour that 
would have included speaking en- 
gagements in Tel Aviv as well as 2 
private meeting with Prime Minister 
Shimon Peres. 

He said he had also planned meet- 
ings in the West Bank and Gaza with 
“Palestinian friends." 


“It’s significant for the situation in 
Israel that my friends believed my 
life would be in danger," he said. 

Kreisky asserred that there had 
been a “dramatic radicalization of 
public life in Israel, which leads to 
such a situation." 

Kreisky, a non-practising Jew, 
had close ties to Arab leaders during 
his 13 years in office and frequently 
criticized Israel. 

He said he had received the warn- 
ing from members of the Interna- 
tional Centre for Peace in the Middle 
East, the Israeli organization which 
had invited him.

Cohn's view appeared to differ 
from an earlier statement by Justice 
Minister Moshe Nissim who stated 
that only the attorney-general could 
halt the trial against the under- 
ground.

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Yoske Groff finally gets yellow ribbons

It was a happy day yesterday for 
three Israeli families. Nissim Salem, 
Yosef Groff and Hezi Shai, 
prisoners-of-war for almost three 
years, returned home. 

“My son has come home,” was all 
Miriam Groff could say when asked 
tow she felt after the family brought 
him back from the military air base 
at dawn .yesterday. 

Colourful light bulbs and yellow 
ribbons decorated the apartment, in 
a building on Rehov Alufei Zahal izx 
Holon. There were Israeli flags and 
posters welcoming Groff home and 
aany cakes. Dozens of children in 
school uniform, many carrying fiow- 
jts, waited outside the apartment 
juOding and burst into song and 
ipplause when a flower-decked taxi 
irrived with Groff and his parents. 
As soon as “Yoske,” thin, tall and 


very pale, entered the flat, a tape 
recorder began playing Fm coming 
home, Fve done my time... from the 
song Tie a Yellow Ribbon round the 
Old Oak Tree about a prisoner re- 
turning from jail. Groff had especial- 
ly asked for yellow ribons when he 
came home. 

“He hasn't changed a bit. It's as if 
he left only yesterday. It's the same 
Yoske," his mother said. And in- 
deed , Groff was in the best of spirits, 
alert, joking with those surrounding 
him and quick to respond. “Hey, do 
I have to tell you to calm down?” he 
told friends and- relatives, urging 
them to sit down and relax. 

Asked bow he felt, Groff smiled: 
“Fve been asked that question about 
80 times today. It’s hard to describe 
in words. Fm not sure I know what's 
happening yet. Words never quite 
catch the real feeling and it gets lost 
when I try to put it into words. . .1 was 


cut off two years and nine mo nths 
ago. Now ybn want me to say 
whether I’m alright or not? I was 
sure Fd be hysterical when this mo- 
ment came and I'm not.” 

He thought a little and confined. 
“Fve grown more mature. That’s the 
only thing that's changed, I think. 
What am I going to do first thing? Go 
tosieep." 

Sitting very close to his mother on 
the couch, a small child on his knee, 
he said he was treated well in captiv- 
ity. 

"The main feeling was of pessim- 
ism and cynicism.

After almost three years of wait- 
ing and hoping, they were almost 
afraid to believe their sons were 
really coming home. 

“Until the moment I heard be was 
actually here, I didn’t allow myself to 
let go, to be happy. It will take us 
some time to wind down," Miriam 
Groff said. Now that their son is 
home, his weary parents only ask 
that journalists and visitors leave 
them alone for a while.

HAIFA. - District court judge 
Eliezer Bar yesterday gave the Ata 
textile firm yet ’another “last 
chance" for survival - at the request 
of Industry and Trade Minister Ariel 
Sharon. 

Bar extended yesterday's closure 
deadline until next Tuesday, when 
he expects to receive the govern- 
ment’s decision on the rescue prog- 
ramme proposed by Sharon. 

If the plan is approved, the gov- 


ernment will have until June 3 to 
submit a sale agreement to the court. 

Sharon told reporters he had in- 
formed the judge that the govern- 
ment believes there is now a firm 
basis for solving the Ata crisis. 

Of the four potential buyers, one, 
a group led by Ata's temporary 
general manager Eliezer Peleg, has 
already made a bid. The other three, 
the Nasser brothers of America, an 
Australian concern and a group of 
Israeli investors, are still considering 
the matter, although all have ex- 


pressed their interest in buying the 
textile company. 

“Today there are buyers even 
though the conditions are tough. 
The government now has to decide 
which one of the potential buyers 
will get the company," said Sharon. 

He declined to give details of the 
amount the government will be re- 
quired to invest to save the bankrupt 
textile concern. Reports have put 
the figure at between $12.5 million 
to$40m. 


Released prisoners helped keep exchange secret

The 897 security convicts ex- 
. inged yesterday kept the opera- 
q, the most complex ever onder- 
:« by the Prisons Service, a dose- 
tuarded secret. 

fhe exchange released 11 per cent 
the country’s prison population, 
ring the way far a long overdue 
■rganization of the country’s jails, 
1 easing security problems inside 


the 10 prisons where security prison- 
ers are held. 

The Jerusalem Post has learned 
that Palestinian prisoners cooper- 
ated with the Prisons Service to keep 
tbe operation secret - and to keep 
order inside the jails. 

. There were neither celebrations 
by prisoners who knew they were to 
be released, nor demonstrations by 
those who learned they were not to 
be exchanged. 
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As prisoners were interviewed by 
Prisons Services officials, ranging 
from warders to doctors, and pre- 
pared for release, the security pris- 
oners kept the secret to themselves. 
Prisons Service sources confirmed. 

Jewish prisoners who learned of 
the operation also kept the secret, 
abiding by official requests not to 
discuss the prisoner exchange with 
visitors. 

Heading the Prisons Service op- 
eration was Gtmdar Moshe Yaffe, 
the bead of Prison Administration, 
who three weeks ago, when the 
green light came from the Defence 
Ministry, was named by Prisons Ser- 
vice Commissioner Rafi Suissa to 
oversee the logistics of the release. 

All 50 employees of the Prisoner 
Administration were released from 
all other tasks and set to dealing with 
the two main stages of the release. 

The. first involved identifying the 
prisoners to.be released. 

lists handed over to Israel by the 
International Red Cross contained 
duplicated names, misspellings, 
nicknames and codenames. 

Security forces personnel 
Prisons Service officials and 
the computer experts spent much of 
the first few days matching the 
names on tbe list to prisoners behind 
bars. 

In some cases, security prisoners 
helped to identify prisoners with 
their codenames. 

Tbe second stage of the operation 
^involved preparing the formal re- 
leases of 897 prisoners, the largest 
number of ! convicts ever to leave 
Israeli jails in one day. The Prisons 
Service averages about 1,000 re- 
leases a year. 

In addition, teams of doctors and 
-nurses under the direction of 
Gundar-MIshne Ya’acov Siegel- 
baum were brought into the Prisons 
Service for the last two weeks to 
examine all the outgoing convicts. 

Each prisoner was issued yester- 
day morning with any necessary 


medicines, as well as a complete 
medical history. 

Those prisoners who worked in 
Prison Service factories were 
paid their wages, which in some 
cases came to around IS1 million. 
Most, however, came out with no 
money, because they had refused to 
work. 

The release immediately makes 
available space for some 500 prison- 
ers and cr imin al, defendants in the 
custody of the police who,, because 
of overcrowding, have been unable 
to transfer custody to the Prisons 
Service. 

The sudden release of so many 
prisoners enabled Commissioner 
Suissa to establish a special commit- 
tee of prison officials, under 
Gundar-Mishne Reuven Gutman, 
who heads the service's property 
adminstration, to study the implica- 
tions of the release. 

Prison Service sources have esti- 
mated it costs some $10,000 a year to 
maintain a prisoner. 

The short-term implications were 
obvious immediately, once it was 
agreed by Israel that so many prison- 
ers would be freed (the last prisoner 
exchange involved some 150 Palesti- 
nians departing the country's jails). 

However, in the long term, a reor- 
ganization of the distribution of the 
prisoners throughout the system is 
going to be necessary, Prisons Ser- 
vice sources said yesterday. 

The sources noted that the State 
Comptroller last year called for a 
reorganization to ease overcrowd- 
ing, and said that Suissa is consider- 
ing setting new criteria that would 
pave the way for more early releases 
of convicts. 

The Gutman committee, said the 
sources, already foresees that by next 
year, overcrowding inside prisons - 
the country’s jails hold some 5 per 
cent more prisoners than there is 
officially room for - will return to 
plague the service, unless a reorga- 
nization is undertaken . 


Canine persuades 
burglar to confess 

RA MI .F. (Itim). - A suspected burg- 
lar who was released by the police 
for lack of evidence later confessed 
and revealed where he had hidden 
the stolen goods after the victims 
tied him to a tree and set a vicious 
dog on him. 

At the end of last week, an 18- 
y ear-old man of Be’er Ya'acov, was 
arrested here on suspicion of stealing 
jewels and electrical appliances. He 
was later released because police 
failed to gather any evidence. 

But burglary victims, certain that 
he was guilty, apprehended him and 
another suspect, tied them to a tree 
in an orchard and set a vicious dog on 
them. One of the two escaped and 
summoned the police. By the time 
they arrived, the remaining suspect 
had already confessed. After he was 
treated for bites to his legs he 
showed police where he had secreted 
the stolen goods. 

The burglary victims are being 
held for their unorthodox methods 
in the case.

ENERGY IS WONDERFUEL 

Don't waste it. 
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U.S., Soviets to lift 
some trade obstacles 


MOSCOW (Reuter). - The U.S- 
and the Soviet Union agreed yesier- 
day to Hft some obstacles blocking 
better trade between them, U.S. 
Commerce Secretary Malcolm Bal- 
dridge said. 

After two days of talks with Fore- 
ign Trade Minister Nikolai Pato- 
lichev and a meeting with Kremlin 
chief Mikhail Gorbachev, Baldrige 
summarized the accord at a news 
conference and said he believed 
trade between the two superpowers 
was set to increase. 

“Patolichev and I agreed that 
there were trade obstacles that could 
be removed,” he saidL 

However, a radical change in the 
trading picture would depend on 
improvement in other aspects of 
U.S.-Soviet relations. 

Under the terms of the accord, 
Soviet state trading organizations 
will be instructed to seek increased 
trade with the U.S.' and that no 
discrimination be applied against 
U.S. firms, Baldrige said. He added 
that the Russians denied any discri- 
mination took place. 

The U.S. undertakes to "attempt 
to see” that Soviet firms are not 


discriminated against and the U.S. 
administration would present leg- 
islation to Congress to e limina te a 
34-year-old ban on fur imports, from 
the USSR; he said. 

" The two sides also agreed to start 
discussions this year on a shipping 
agreement and to set up co mmi ttees 
to facilitate trade promotion and 
deal with practical problems. 

“We accomplished the objective 
we had set, which was to re-establish 
a mechanism for dealing with and 
resolving commercial and economic 
problems after a seven-year hiatus,” 
Baldrige said. 

Trade bad fallen back in recent 
years following U.S. embargoes on 
technology and other exports to the 
Soviets. 

He said the Moscow talks, the first 
at ministerial-level on trade since 
1978, had not dealt with underlying 
U.S. policy towards trade with the 
Soviet Union, which was attacked by 
Gorbachev in their meeting on Mon- 
day. 

Gorbachev acused the U.S. of 
trying to nse trade as a political 
lever, but said he still sees a chance 
to boost economic relations. 


Thousands of Ethiopians 
trekking home from Sudan 


NAIROBI (Reuter). - Thousands of 
Ethiopians are heading home from 
Sudan despite concern among relief 
workers about the ability of sick 
people, women and children to with- 
stand the trek, the UN said yester- 
day. 

Up to 35,000 refugees left camps 
to walk back to Tigray, their home 
province, “because they have heard 
r ains have arrived and they need to 
plant their fields,'’ a statement by 
the office of the UN’s High Commis- 
sioner for Refugees (UNHCR) said. 

Otherwise, the refugees say, 
“they will be stranded in Sudan 
indefinitely." 

Some of the refugeees appeared to 
have little knowledge of conditions 


in Tigray, but many were returning 
anyway. 

“Those who are sick and those 
with young children are urged by 
health workers to reconsider their 
decision, but to little effect," the. 
statement said. 

Ethiopia's relief and rehabffita- 
tion commission said it would set up 
camps to receive the Tigrayans near 
the border and appealed for seeds 
and tools to help them grow crops to 
break their dependence on food aid. 

The UN statement said “the out- 
look for many of the returnees is not 
good and refugee leaders are re- 
served about their ability to provide 
enough food for dependents once 
back in Ethiopia." 


Gandhi sees 
much closer 
Soviet bonds 

MOSCOW. - Indian Prime Minister 
Rajiv Gandhi arrived in Moscow 
yesterday fora six-day visit that he 
said would lead to a “much deeper 
understanding” between the 
already-dosc nations. 

Gandhi was greeted at the Krem- 
lin by Soviet leader Mikhail Gor- 
bachev, with whom he wfll hold 
formal talks today. . 

Premier Nikolai Tikhonov and 
Foreign Minister and First Deputy 
Premier Andrei Gromyko led a de- 
legation of officials that welcomed 
Gandhi at the airport 

The red carpet welcome, of the 
irinri the Kremlin used to give Gan- 
dhi's late mother Indira, was seen by 
diplomats as a sign of Soviet deter- 
mination tO maintain the links it has 
forged with Delhi over the past two 
decades. 

Gandhi has proclaimed his com- 
mitment to maintaining the warm 
relationship characterized by close 
economic and military ties, but he 
has also begun to improve relations 
with Washington. 

He is due to visit the U.S. after a 
trip to France next month. 

Co mm ercial cooperation between 
the two countries has accelerated 
over the past three years, reaching 
$46.2 billion last year, some 20 per 
cent more than 1983. (AP, Reuter)

S. Africa would lift

CAPE TOWN (Reuter). - South 
Africa, afteT announcing it will abol- 
ish laws banning inter-racial sex and 
marriage, has decided to scrap 
another apartheid law winch pro- 
hibits multi-racial political parties, 
cabinet minister Allan Hendrickse 
said yesterday. There was no in- 
formation on when this might hap- 
pen. 

Asked if the cabinet had decided 
to scrap the 1968 Prohibition of 
Political Interference Act, Hen- 
drickse, leader of the Labour Party 
for Coloureds (people of mixed race) 
and a member of President P.W. 
Botha’s cabinet, said: 

“That’s right, I’ve got no doubt in 
my mind about the fact that it will be 
abolished.” Other government 
sources also said the cabinet had 
decided to scrap the law, but they 
were not sure when an official 
announcement would be made. 


Brazilian prisoners hold ‘death lottery 5 


RIO DE JANEIRO (AP). - Prison- 
ers are holding a death lottery in a 
jail in east-central BrazO. choosing 
inmates to execute as a protest 
against overcrowding and bad living 
conditions, police said on Monday. 

Last week, a prisoner in the dty 
jail of Belo Hodrizonte, the coun- 
try’s third -largest dty (466 kms north 
of Rio), was kicked and beaten to 
death by inmates after his name was 
chosen in a lottery by his cellmates. 


Police Chief Tan tonio Alves said in a 
telephone interview. 

Another prisoner was chosen by 
consensus and also killed, he said. 

Prisoners have threatened to con- 
tinue the killings as a protest against 
overcrowding and poor living condi- 
tions. the police chief said. 

“They said it was to protest prison 
conditions. Inmates here have no 
beds, no privileges. It really is no 
place to serve out a sentence." 


6 killed in Kabul 
by bomb attacks 

ISLAMABAD (Reuter). - At least 
six people were killed when bomb- 
throwers broke up an army conscrip- 
tion drive in Kabul and attacked a 
billiard hall frequented by secret 
police, western diplomats said 
yesterday. 

Two soldiers searching for young 
men to press into Afghanistan's 
dwindling army died when a bomb 
was thrown at them on a main street 
last Monday, the diplomats said. 

Four more people were killed next 
day in the Afghan capital when a 
bomb exploded in a billiard hall 
known as a hangout for Khad secret 
policemen, according to the diplo- 
mats. 

A car bomb went off near the 
state-owned Ariana Airlines office 
in central Kabul the following day 
and another bomb was defused on 
May 14 in a housing complex where 
many Soviet and Afghan Commun- 
ist officials live.

‘Evidence shows 
S. Africa tested 
A-bomb in 79’ 

WASHINGTON (Reuter). - An 
anti-apartheid group said yesterday 
it had obtained official U.S. papers 
indicating that South Africa had 
tested a nuclear bomb in the South 
Atlantic. 

The Washington Office on Africa 
(WO A), a church and trade union- 
sponsored organization opposed to 
South Africa's apartheid policies, 
said that hitherto-nnpublished U.S. 
Naval Research Laboratory (NRL) 
documents appeared to confirm re- 
ports that a bomb was exploded in 
1979. 

It said the papers, obtained under 
the U.S. Freedom of Information 
Act, detailed evidence of an ionos- 
pheric disturbance and high levels of 
radioactivity in Australian sheep ab- 
out that time. 

A Defence Department spokes- 
man told Reuters yesterday he knew 
of no reason to change an official 
1980 U.S. verdict that the case for a 
bomb test bad not been proved.

When I wanted wood, he insisted on 
marble. When I recommended mar- 
ble floors, be ordered granite. He 
invariably called for thin gs to be 
more elaborate. When I spoke of 
wood panelling, be called for lac- 
quered wood.” 

' Nothing was left unimproved, the 
architect notes. It was alway more 
gilt, more chrome, more mirrors on 
tile walls. 

Lapidus coped with the existing 
six columns in the foyer by burying 
some of them and wrapping the 
others in a specially burnished 
bronze that Tamman fancied. Un- 
able to put in the low-level tea room 
he installed at the Churchill in Lon- 
don, he plumped for a raised area on 
the Daniel's ground floor. . 

The architect admits to having 
urged that the colour scheme “be 
kept down, but Tamman pushed it 
up. I envisaged strips of bronze on 
the columns, but he opted for the 
most elaborate bronze around. He 
would always say ‘Why can’t we do

that?’ Yes, he certainly does deserve 
much of the credit for the design.” 

In Lapidus’ original plan, the 
facade and the inside walls were to 
be left unadorned, an idea which 
horrified the owner, who insisted on 
commissioning a sculptured exterior 
frieze relating the biblical story of 
Daniel, and glass mosaic panels to 
decorate the foyer’s interior.

A CRAZY 24*bour merry-go- 
round, the 37th Cannes Film Festival 
has been drawing crowds, eager to 
feast their eyes on the stars and the 
films. Let's deal first with the bad 
films, for they are easy to discard, 
and the less said, the better. Render 
vo us, the Andre Techine movie rep- 
resenting France, fa just so much 
intellectual drivel and overexposed 
pretentions that one wonders why 
the festival accepted it. The director 
must have a coterie of fans among 
the organizers here, for he has play- 
ed the same trick on ns before. 

Mario Monicelli's new adaptation 
of.aTamous- Pirandello novel. The 
Late Mat&a Pascal , has an the ear- 
marks of a TV series, cut and com- 
pressed into feature-film length. Be- 
sides being chopped up, it is also a 
clumsy and rather embarrassing 
attempt to return to the style of the 
popular Italian comedy, on which 
MoaiceUi was once an authority. 

Yousef Chabine’s anti-* 
colonialism Adieu Bonaparte is a 
bitter disappointment, for it was a 
much publkazed effort, substantially 
supported by the French Ministry of 
Culture. It is supposed to deal witii 
Napoleon’s invasion of Egypt and 
the different nationalistic currents 
prevalent at the time. Chahine had 
done something similar in Alexan- 
dria Why , the difference being that 
that film was a personal one, auto- 
biographical and authentic. The new 
one is overblown, a typical case of 
production means allowing too 
much and delivering too little. 

Another dis a ppo i ntment, but on a 
differe d* level altogether, was Paul 
Schrader’s ambitions effort to paint 
a portrait of YoJrio Mrshima, one of 
Japan’s foremost authors, play- 
wrights and public scandals of the 
post-Wdrid War II period. Entitled 
amply Mishana , the movie blends 
the artist’s life with adaptations of 
his plays for the screen, moving 
between real past (shot in black and

white); the writings r epresenting the 
past (shot in colour on theatre sets); 
and the present/that is the last day of 
Mishima’s life (shot in colour on real 
locations). This carefully thought 
out plan was supposed to convey the 
complex character of a great writer, 
a rabid reactionary and an avowed 
fascist, a homosexual and someone 
who committed suicide in public, 
believing that life should be termin- 
ated at its peak. 

Schrader, who graduated from 
scripts (Taxi Driver) to film direction 
( American Gigolo) obvionsly wor- 
ships all tilings Japanese. He has 
long pursued this project, with 
financing from good friends Rands 
Coppola and George Lucas. For all 
his efforts, this film is stilted. You 
see the intellect at work, but all the 
pieces of the jigsaw don’t fit together 
into a composite picture that gener- 
ates any real emotion. 

CINEMA’S brightest hopes seem to 
lie in Great Britain, among the youn- 
ger set. A Private Function may not 
be a great film, but it is certainly a 
most amusing one, combining keen 
observation of human behaviour 
with remarkable British humour. 
And there is no fear of vulgarities 
here and there in order to put its 
characters in the right perspective. 

The scene is England in the For- 
ties, just about the time Elizabeth 
married Philip, and the black market 


was flourishing in the days of auster- 
ity. The protagonist is a chiropodist 
piayed by Monty Python’s Michael 
Palm. He settles in a nnall town and 
hopes to be accepted by its snobs. 
His wife (Maggie Smith) is even 
more anxious about this, and to gain 
the approval of the doctor, the 
accountant and the butcher, she 
agrees to some unusual doings in- 
volving a pig. Delightfully acted, 
with sprightly direction by Malcolm 
Mowbray, another name to remem- 
ber along with Bfll Forsyth, Hugh 
Hudson and Roland Joffe. The very 
professional writer here is Alan Ben- 
net, who has provided countless 
plays for British television. This film 
was quite a relief after all the pom- 
posity. 

By far the most innovative, excit- 
ing and intelligent film shown in 
Cannes up to now is Woody Allen's 
latest opus The Purple Rose of 
Cairo. It is not in the competition, 
for Allen doesn’t care for this kind of 
race, but never mind, it is 82 minutes 
of steer delight. 

A woman (Mia Farrow) finds 
solace from ter miserable existence 
during the Depression in the gla- 
mour of the movies. She identifies 
with screen to the point that the line 
between reality and fiction dis- 
appears. Characters step down from 
the s c re en to greet their admirer in 
tire dark theatre, and the actors 
playing the characters compete with

MAURICE LAPIDUS reacted 
Ellis Island in 1903 as a baby in the 
great wave of Russian Jewish im- 
migration. He spent his childhood in 

their screen creations for her affec- 
tion. Everything is mixed up, and yet 
seems to be perfectly logical. 

Allen doesn’t even have to play in 
this film, which he of course wrote 
and directed, to make it work, not 
just on the entertainment level but 
also as an astute and brilliant effort 
in his search for the essence of cine- 
ma. 

For the press showing that opened 
the festival, we were treated to The 
Witness, already a considerable box- 
office hit in the States. Very much 
tuned to the times, it tells of a 
Philadelphia cop hiding in the home 
• of an Amish family fromthe wrath of 
a mu-derous colleague. This com- 
bination of impending violence and 
extreme pacifism seems to reflect the 
conflicting aspects of modem life 
with the Amish, dressing as they did 
400 years ago, and forbidding their 
members any use of force, while the 
picture of an American police offic- 
er, whose gun is the only friend he 
can rely on, is too familiar to need 
any elaboration. 

Harrison Ford in the lead proves 
that he can be very persuasive in 
surroundings more subdued than the 
Lucas-Spielberg madcaps. The 
sensitive direction is by Australian 
Peter Weir. An outlandish cameo is 
provided by exiled Russian ballet 
star Alexander Godunov. Witness is 
effective commercial cinema with a 
message, something to please every- 
body. 

Finally, the Israeli presence in 
Cannes should be noted, not only 
because it is rare for an Israeli to 
have a film here, but also because 
Ertan Green's second feature. When 
Night Falls, is an intelligent and 
sensitive drama about tbe disintegra- 
tion of the family in Israel and tbe 
widening of tbe generation gap. It 
was shown in a sidebar event and was 
well-received, perhaps auguring 
more interest in Israeli film, some- 
thing badly needed. 


New York’s Lower East Side. 

He attended New York Universi- 
ty. studying drama and painting 
scenery, but when, as understudy to 
a down in the Theatre Guild’s pro- 
(fadioa of a Russian circus play he 
found himself sitting backstage night 
after night, be decided to take up 
scenic design. 

He enrolled at Columbia Uni- 
versity. finding himself the only Jew 
among a Wasp fraternity. His art 
professor told him to concentrate on 
painting, but be opted instead for 
architecture. 

Lapidus launched on his career at 
the onset of the Depression, and 
points out that it was fortuitous that 
merchants had to make their stores 
that much more interesting and col- 
ourful to attract customers. 

He. offered a new approach, and 
left his imprint on stores across the 
country. Soon he was designing 
other commercial properties as well. 

His entree into the hotel field 
began with two of the most famous 
“borscht belt” hotels in the Catskills 
- Grossingexs and the Concorde. He 
designed half of the latter, including 
the largest nightclub in the world, 
seating 3.000. 

“You might say I brought a sense 
of excitement into my stores and 
hotels.” he declares proudly. Soon 
he had 50 architects and designers 
working for him in his offices in New 
York and Miami, which became his 
base. 

It was there he created the Fon- 
tainbleau for Ben Novack. he says, 
commenting. “I look back on it as 
my baby.” 

“When people walk into the hotel. 

I want them to walk around and find 
something to talk about. You're sell- 
ing merchandise of another kind. It's 
the same principle as selling shoes 
and hosiery -people should have the 
sense of enjoying a wonderful time”. 

Lapidus has been associated with 
Lany and Preston Tish for many 
yeais (perhaps best known to Israelis 
is their elegant Regency Hotel on 
Manhattan’s Park Avenue, where 
our VIPs have a special deal ). He has 
created all their hotels, starting with 
the lavishly built Americana in 
Miami and the huge hotel of the 
same name in Manhattan (today 
called the Sheraton), near Broad- 
way. as well as the Summit, another 
favourite place for visitng Israelis. 

Another hotel Lapidus designed 
for the Tish brothers is the enormous 


Americana in Puerto Rico, a palatial 
edifice of 1.000 rooms, which 
appears on all the island's travel 
posters. 

He also designed a chain of smal- 
ler hotels on other Caribbean is- 
lands, before setting to work for 
Howard Johnson, creating hotels 
and motels across the U.S. 

“Years ago, the critics attacked 
me for going against traditional 
trends.” he says, adding that today 
those same critics have come to 
acccept him as an innovator. “I 
broke many barriers. They kept to 
the square: I demonstrated that the 
quarter circle could work.” 

LAPIDUS' SIGNATURE is on a 
host of buildings in Miami, including 
its 3,000-seat Theatre of the Per- 
forming Arts and its Mount Sinai 
Hospital. 

“I introduced cheerfulness into 
that and other hospitals. When I was 
young, I was in hospital and remem- 
ber with distaste that awfol, depress- 
ing pea-soup green. I’ve banished 
th3t colour from my hospitals, and 
made the lobby and the rooms as 
colouful as possible. " 

While Lapidus’ younger son. 
Richard, chose the law, his elder 
son. Alan, has followed in his 
father’s footsteps, branching out 
with an office of his own. His latest 
project has attracted a lot of public- 
ity. ever since Sophia Loren came in 
as an adviser. Both sons are based in 
Florida. 

Father and ton share the distinc- 
tion of being associated with famous 
names: Maurice Lapidus created 
one of the skyscrapers for New 
York’s real-estate super-tycoon 
HaiTy Helmsley and raised huge 
apartment blocks for Fred Trump on 
Long Island: Alan Lapidus has been 
associated wtih Donald Trump (of 
Fifth Avenue Trump Towers fame) 
and designed the glittering Trump 
Plaza on Atlantic City's shoreline. 

As he goes into semi-retirement, 
rhe octogenarian looks back with 
satisfaction at having “bucked the 
tend and the fashions.” He broke 
into a competitive field with neither 
money nor connections, and made it 
to the top through talent and hard 
work. Apparently, this is no longer a 
realistic hope. 

“In the profession today,” he 
comments sadly, “it's whom you 
know and how you reach them that 
counts.”

tacts dried up, and the major effort 
to get negotiations started again was 
channelled through the Austrian 
government, since then chancellor 
Bruno Kreisky had a special rela- 
tionship with the Syrians and Palesti- 
nians. 

In March 1983, then defence 
minister Mosbe Arens appointed 
Arye Marinsky, a well-known 
lawyer, to coordinate the negotia- 
tions on behalf of the Defence Minis- 
try. Aluf Moshe Nativ, O/C Man- 
power at the time, was named Co 
handle the operational and military 
aspects of the problem. In June 
1983, Marinsky stepped down for 
health reasons, and was replaced by 
former justice minister Shmuel 
Tamir, who saw the- negotiations 
through to fruition. 

While some headway was made 
with the PLO and the Syrians, Jibril 
at first refused to talk at all and then 
refused to allow Red Cross visits. 
Only in April 1984 did Jibril admit he 
was holding Hezi Shai, in addition to 
Nissirn Salem and Yosef Groff. 

The change in Jibrils attitude 
came after July 1983 when his 
nephew, Ali Mourad Bushnak, was 
captured by Phalangist forces at a 
road-block in Beirut. 

Jabril’s adamant refusal to negoti- 
ate softened in August 1983, when 
the Syrians told American special 
mediator, Robert McFariane that 
they were prepared to hand over to 
Israel the bodies of four unidentified 
persons buried in the summer of 
1982 in the Damascus Jewish cemet- 
ery. In October that year, one of the 
bodies was identified as that of 
Zohar Lipshitz, who fell on the east- 
ern front. Shai Zvi Feldman, 
Zechariya Baumel and Yehuda Katz 
-who were all reported missing after 
the battle at Sultan Yaacub on June 
11, 1982 - remained unaccounted 
for. 

The first round of frustrating 
meetings with the PLO began on 
October 13, 1983, with the current 
Austrian Ambassador to Greece, 
Dr. Herbert' Amery, acting as 
mediator. These meetings were sus- 
pended on October 17, and restarted 
in Geneva on October 21, against 
the backdrop of growing tension 
between Arafat and the pro-Syrian 
elements of the PLO in Tripoli. 

On November 23, Israel released 
4,400 terrorists from the Ansar pris- 
on camp in return for six Israeli 
soldiers being held by the PLO. 

From November 1983 to March 
1984, mediation attempts bogged 
down. 

In March, Amery began a series of 
five shuttles between Damascus and 
Tel Aviv, trying to establish a way of 
continuing the talks. He first visited 
the 120 members of Jibril's organiza- 
tion not released with the 4,000 from 
Ansar and being held in the Atlit I 


prison camp. Israel then transferred 
to Amery information about five of 
Jibril’s men who were not on any 
Red Cross lists. A week later, Jibril 
stared his conditions for starting 
talks, and on March 9, informed 
Amery that he was holding Hezi 
Shai. 


On May 1, the prisoners exchange 
process was both hampered and 
facilitated when three more Israelis, 
members of a unit attached to the 
Foreign Ministry's legation in 
Beirut, were captured by the Sy- 
rians. Almost two months later, they 
were returned to Israel together with 
three other Israelis being held by the 
Syrians. In exchange. Israel gave up 
291 Syrian officers and men who had 
been in PoW camps since June 1982. 
At the same time. Israel also re- 
turned 20 security prisoners, whom 
the Syrians demanded. 


Sources in the Defence Ministry 
have admitted to The Post that the 
exchange with the Syrians could have 
been completed much earlier had 
Israel not insisted that the men being 
held by Jibril be linked to the deal. 
At the time Israeli negotiators were 
convinced that only the Syrians 
could pressure Jibril. and that if an 
independent deal were struck with 
the Syrians. Israel would lose the 
only leverage it had over him. The 
Syrians' capture of three more 
Israelis in May, however, made a 
separate exchange with them im- 
perative, and a decision was made to 
go ahead. 


The major problem then facing 
Tamir was securing the release of the 
three being held by Jibril and getting 
information on the four men still 
classified as missing in action. The 
missing include a Druse soldier. 
Samir Assad, who disappeared with- 
out trace from bis unit in April 1983. 
In April 1984. the Democratic Front 
for the Liberation- of Palestine 
admitted it was bolding him , but 
later claimed that be had been killed 
during an Israeli attack on a terrorist 
base. 


On June 3. 1984, Amery and the 
Red Cross paid their first visit to the 


three Israeli soldiers in Jibril's 
hands. On June 10, Jibril allowed 
Shai to appear in public for the first 
time. The period between June and 
late October 1984 was spent, pri- 
marily by Ameiy. trying to lay the 
groundwork for proximity talks be- 
tween Israeli officials and JibnTs 
representatives. These started under 
the aegis of Amery and the Red 
Cross on November 1 1 . 

Jibril’s first demands astounded 
the Israelis. He not only demanded 
the release of all the Ansar de- 
tainees. but also of 1,187 security 
prisoners. His list comprised almost 
every convicted killer including 
those involved in the most heinous 
terror attacks on Israel since the 
mid-1960s. 

Israel countered by drawing up a 
list of 36 names that were “non- 
negotiabfe,” saying in essence, that 
it was only prepared to give up the 
120-odd men affiliated with Jibril. 
Between November and February 
1985, Amery continued his shuttle 
between the sides, with total dead- 
lock being reached towards the mid- 
dle of February. 

Only following Kreisky's in- 
tervention was a basic agreement 
reached: Israel gave up on IS of the 
36 “non-negotiables." as did Jibril. 
The final deal was 1,150 terrorists in 
return for the three Israelis. Of the 
1,150. 879 were to be released from 
prisons in Israel. 150 from Ansar and 
121 Jibril men left over from the last 
exchange. 

Of those released, 76 had killed 
Jews, 116 had injured Jews, 91 bad 
killed Arabs and foreigners, and 26 
had injured Arabs and foreigners: 
Some 600 chose to stay in Israel. 
Jibril had insisted that this choice be 
given those who -originated from 
Israel proper, Judea, Samaria and 
Gaza as part of the agreement. 
Another 294 flew to Geneva, and 
from there to Libya, and 151 were 
returned to Syria, via the Kuneitra 
crossing. 

The terms were brought to De- 
fence Minister Yitzhak Rabin in 
March by Amery, and by Rabin to 
the Inner Cabinet on April 1. where 
they were unanimously approved af- 
ter it was agreed there was no 


TEL AVIV. - Ft is difficult for 
outsiders to understand the Israeli 
economy, because they make com- 
parisons with the economies in their 
home countries. Finance Minister 
Yitzhak Moda'i yesterday told the 
annual meeting of the board of trus- 
tees of Tel Ariv University. His 
topic was “The economic challenge 
of Israel - problems and solutions." 

The Israeli economy differs from 
others due to several fundamental 
factors. Israel is a country of absorp- 
tion, often taking in immigrants who 
come without any means whatsover, 
and this imposes a large financial 
burden on the state. Moreover, since 
the state was founded, it has fought 
five costly wars. 

To absorb these immigrants, to 


finance these wars and to forge 
ahead with the development of the 
country, Israel had to go into debt. 
“No other country in the world allo- 
cates its budget as we do," he said, 
pointing out that 20% went for 
security, 38% to pay back debts, and 
28% for health and education. " 

In addition, about one-third of the 
labour force is employed in the pub- 
lic services - “while in other coun- 
tries the percentage is only 10 to 
15%." 

He also pointed out that if there is 
general agreement in this country, it 
is on two poiots: first, that the 
national budget must be cut, and 
second, that each minister wants to 
cut the budget of another ministry, 
not his own.

[ Facing them was a calm and cool 
Yoram Aridor, whose confidence 
grew as the day wore on and the 
atmosphere became steadily more 
intimate. The commission tried to 
enlist his cooperation rather th«n 
adopt an adversary approach, parti- 
cularly in the afternoon. But Aridor 
the politician never let his guard 
dow n, whether under attack as a 
witness or being appealed to as an 
adviser. 

More than any other previous wit- 
ness, perhaps, Aridor gave an object 
lesson in how to give dear, well 
thought ont and reasoned answers to 
every kind of question. Rarely did he 
deliberately refuse to answer, and 
even his side-stepping was elegant. 
He stuck to his basic thesis, which 
had dearly been well-planned and 
rehearsed in advance; whenever in 
doubt or trouble, he just hunkered 
down and trotted ont the same line - 
often word for word. 

This thesis was that after he had 
learnt of the gravity of the problem 
posed by the regulation of the bank 
shares in September 1981 - nine 
months after taking office — he had 
endeavoured to enlist the banks’ 
support in ending it. When this 
approach failed, he worked to lessen 
the impact of the regulation to 
weaken it in quantitative terms. 

After the general crash of January 
1983, in which the b ank shares were 
shaken but did not fell, he achieved ' 
an agreement limiting the yield on 
bank shares to Vi% monthly in real 
terms. When the selling pressures on 
the b ank shares became intolerable, 
in October 1983, he stepped in with 
an emergency plaq to save the 
banks, which grew into the 
“arrangement,” signed later that 
month. 

Throughout, his fear had been 
that any attempt to trigger the poten- 
tial crisis would result in disaster, 
and that any attempt to impose a 
solution on the b anks would cause a 
public confrontation between the 
Treasury and the banks which would 
itself serve to trigger the same efisas- f 
ter. j 

Above all, he lived in mortal I 
dread of a run on the Israeli banks by 1 


holders of foreign currency deposits 
in Israel and abroad. It was the 
report of an incipient run - witb- 
• drawals of $30 million in one day - 
on October 6, 1983, that caused him 
-to take immedia te action, he said, 
although that action would have 
come anyway within a day or two, 
since the tanks were bunting under 
the pressure of buying-in their own 
shares in vast quantities. 

That, in essence, was the Aridor 
fine over the .two days. Its “punch- 
line,” so to speak,' was “even 
today, looking back, I don't see what 
other choice I had, what else I could 
have done, given the lack of coop- 
eration of the banks and the threats 
hanging over me.” 

This was repeated in numerous 
formulations, time after time. 

There were ample indications that 
the commission was not at all dis- 
posed to accept this story , whether in 
toto or in part. On Monday they had 
already attacked it fiercely, and 
yesterday they were equally sceptic- 
al but, as noted, they showed less 
interest in finding flaws in the argu- 
ment than in clarifying facts and 
issues that concerned them - prob- 
ably those things they needed to 
complete the picture that each was 
forming in his own mind as to the 
overall story of the regulation. 

Perhaps toe most remarkable evi- 
dence of this dissatisfaction with the 
whole Treasury line came very late 
in toe. day, in the final hour of 
testimony. 

Prof. Hirsch was trying to pin 
Aridor down to agreeing that his 
attitude meant, ultimately, that 
there was no solution to the regula- 
tion problem, given the restrictions 
he imposed on hims elf. Aridor tried 
to shift the blame on to toe banks, 
whose role in the economy and 


Why -couldn’t you simply tell them 
this also has to go down?" . 

Aridor had an answer for this - the 
same basic thesis as ever, but the fact 
that such a question was raised, at 
that time and in that manner, speaks 
volumes about the commission's 
attitude to Aridor in particular and 
toe whole regulation. 

There was more of the same 
throughout the day, and not only 
from Bejski. But the conclusions of 
the commission need to be analyzed 
separately. Yesterday was rich in 
material even without this back- 
ground. The highlight was. once 
again, provided by Judge Zyier in his 
early morning barrage agains t Ari- 
dor and toe Treasury. After he had 
survived that, Aridor knew that the 
worst was over. 

Zyier started by saying that 
obviously the Finance Minister 
could not be expected to have mas- 
tery of all the details of every matter 
under discussion. But he went on to 
challenge Aridor to prove that he 
had even the most basic facts and 
figures he needed in order to take 
decisions. Even the Bank of Israel, 
with its much greater research and 
data-gathering resources, did not 
have enough information, said Zyi- 
er, so how did toe Treasury have 
what to go on? 

Aridor had no convincing answer, 
so Zyier pressed home. 

Zyier “Why did you think that 
regulation was a bad thing?" 

Aridor: “Intuitively. You push up . 
something way beyond its real value 
and the ongoing pace of the rise 
makes it worse. I felt that this must , 
end in a crash - unless something was 
done. That’s why I tried to find a 
solution." 

Zyier then made Aridor agree that

and a court of law, and had not 
realized that the commission mem- 
bers were forced “to represent both 
sides” of each issue, since attorneys 
were not present at the information- 
gathering hearings that had been 
held so far. 

But now toe commission’s task is 
to formalize its positions and decide 
which witnesses it intends to warn, j 
under the terms of section 15 of the 
relevant act, of possible damage to 
their name and stand ing . Then when 
these have prepared themselves, the 
lawyers will have their day, and the 
judges wti be able to sit back and 
listen.

TEL AVIV. - The stock market 
continued its erratic behaviour 
yesterday, with toe share market 
rising, index-linked bonds stabilizing 
and dollar-linked securities plunging 
further. 

At toe end of last week toe dollar 
was the big hit as a devaluation 
seemed round the corner. On Sun- 
day those hopes or fears were 
dashed, and the worm turned. Now 
toe dollar seems to be toe last thing 
anyone wants to hold. The official 
representative rate of the dollar has 
barely risen for two days, after gain- 
ing 1.5% on Thursday and Friday, 
successively. 

The black market dollar has also 
come down somewhat from the huge 
premium it reached over the 
weekend. 

Worst hit of all are those investors' 
darlings of just toe other day - the 
dollar-linked quasi-bonds in the 
“arrangement” sector. Yesterday 
this group shed another 1.31% on 
top of toe loss of almost 3% toe dav 
before. 

The yields in this group, touching 
10% at toe end of last week, are now 
back in the 13% area. 

The “arrangement” group has 
taken 50-60% of toe total turnover in 
toe share market in recent days. 
Yesterday this dropped slightly to 


1S2.35 billion, while bond volumes 
remained steady. Bond prices, as 
noted, were mixed in the main 
index-linked sectors, with short- 
dated issues actually gaining up to 
3%. 

In the dollar-linked groups, 
however, there were sharp falls for 
the second successive day - a mirror 
image of toe events in toe “arrange- 
ment” sector. 

Quite different was the pattern in 
the share market. As on Monday, 
some 240 issues rose against one 
third of that number that fell. But 
the sectoral price swings were far less 
dramatic.

regulation to continue, represented 
a choice between competing evils, 
and the question was which was the 
lesser evil. Thus “in order to choose 
which is the least bad alternative, did 
you have all toe facts before you?” 
Aridor: “As soon as I grasped the 
wider picture I didn't need all toe 
details.” 

Zyier: “What was the wider pic- 
ture?” 

Aridor: “That there is a problem 
that is steadily getting worse and that 
it must be dealt with.” 

Zyier scathingly dismissed the 
tautologous argument, having made 
his main point very dearly. 

Other features of the day were 
Ari dor’s furious rejection of the 
claims of some bankers, notably 
Leumi’s Japhet, that he had prom- 
ised them support - claims made 
months after toe crash. “What 
Japhet said in ‘real-time’ and what 
he said after the event are two diffe- 
rent things,” said the former finance 
minister, quoting Japhet’s letter to 
Mandelbaum dated September 19. 
1983, as proof. 

“If Japhet was so keen to stop rhe 
regulation, as he says, why did he not 
agree to do so on October 6, and 
only did so finally on the night of 
Saturday, October 8, after the 
arrangement had already been 
announced?” 

As regards Hapoalim’s Gazit. Ari- 
dor repeated Sadan's positive assess- 
ment that Gazit had showed a wider 
concern, beyond the interests of his 
own bank. The claims of Discount's 
Eli Cohen, that his bank could have 
continued to regulate its shares after 
October 6, were also dismissed by 
Aridor as ex-post facto, with no 
foundation at the time. 

The last word went to Commission 
Chairman Justice Moshe Bejski. He 
noted that there was much more he 
wanted to ask Aridor, but hadn’t 
managed to do. He then fired back a 
shot at toe media, which, he said, 
had failed to grasp the difference 
between a commission of inquiry

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Preserving law and justice 


.THE RELEASE of 1,150 Palestinian terrorists, among them 
vicious and unregenerate killers, in exchange for the return of 
three IDF soldiers was not the only agonizing aspect of 
Monday’s prisoner swap with Ahmed JibriJ's Popular Front, 
itself one of the most bloody-minded of all PLO factions. There 
was also the scaiy prospect that the hideously asymmetrical 
exchange would deny popular sanction to legal moves aimed at 
anti- Arab terrorism by Jews. 

In strict logic, there is no connection between the govern- 
ment's ineluctable acceptance of Jibril's final extortionate 
demand, and the continued prosecution of the Jewish terrorist 
underground. But it was to be suspected that a large bulk of the 
people would consider it a perversion of natural justice for 
these Jews, however lawless their deeds, to languish in jail 
while hundreds of convicted Arab criminals were walking 
around free. 

From the moment details of the prisoner exchange deal 
began to circulate it was thus assumed that, sooner or later, 
convicted underground members would be reprieved. 

What could not be so widely expected was that a group of 
Herut ministers, led by the vice premier. Yitzhak Shamir, 
would brazenly seek to make political capital by seizing on the 
coincidence of the prisoner exchange deal and the underground 
trial to demand the immediate pardoning of the Jewish convicts 
and defendants. It seemed as though these ministers had 
supported the swap itself so that it might justify their demand 
for pardon. 

Mr. Shamir denies that anything more than coincidence was 
involved. He has long prodded the prime minister into casting a 
benevolent eye on the accused. He thought them to be honest if 
errant patriots, who acted illegally but without malice, and who 
had repented their transgressions and would not repeat them. 
And who therefore merited prompt mercy. 

The underground members’ latter-day contrition is indeed a 
widely propagated myth. It certainly does not seem to have 
affected their conviction that where the government fails to 
keep the Arabs peaceful enough in a manner satisfactory to the 
settlers, its police functions should be exercised by the settlers 
themselves; and that the government is itself to blame for not 
securing Jewish rights, such as the right to the Temple Mount. 

But even if the underground members were to make a public 
declaration of the error of their ways, this would not entitle 
them to exoneration, nor would it warrant government in- 
tervention in the legal process on their behalf.- which is 
precisely what Mr. Shamir is reported to be seeking. Mr. 
Shamir would have them issue such a declaration, upon which 
those among them that have already been given their sent- 
ences, would be paroled, and the rest pardoned after their trials 
were sped up to conclusion by the attorney-general. 

It is not clear whether Mr. Shamir would also lay down to the 
judges of the Jerusalem District Court jvhat sentences , if any. 
they should mete out in the remaining underground cases. 
Perhaps he would, for his idea of the separation of powers 
seems more appropriate to a Syrian than a one-time Israeli 
premier who may serve in that post again soon . He must believe 
that the attorney-general can be told by the cabinet how to run 
bis business, and that the president merely types out pardons 
dictated to him from above. 

The premier, Shimon Peres, himself knows better. So does 
the justice minister, Moshe Nissim, himself a Likud leader. So. 
too. does the former premier, Menachem Begin, who dis- 
approved, in an interview yesterday, of any linkage between 
the release of the Arab terrorists and the pardoning of the 
underground members. 

When the legal process has run its course, it would be 
understandable and not surprising if pardons were indeed to be 
granted. However, they will not be granted at the cabinet's 
behest, but at the president's pleasure. And before they are 
granted it must be made abundantly clear that they are not 
meant to establish a new general norm. 

The price of three Israeli soldiers' liberation has been 
painfully high. But it should not now be used as an excuse to rip 
up Israel's legal system. 




POSTSCRIPTS 




THE Iranian Embassy in 
lAkV Islamabad has announced a 


painting and writing con- 
test for Pakistani children, with the 
theme that Israel must be destroyed. 

“Israel must be erased from the 
earth." proclaimed a large front- 
page advertisement placed by the 
embassy iri The Muslim, a national 
newspaper. The quotation was attri- 
buted to Ayatollah Khomeni. 

Pakistani children between the 
ages of 7 and 15 were invited to draw 
or write an essay or poem on Pales- 
tine as the "victim of the Zionist 
war." 

Prizes would be awarded to the- 
top 20 entries selected and the best 
of the work “will be compiled into a 
beautiful book," the ad said. 

Children were directed to send 
their entries to the office of the 
cultural counsellor at the Iranian 
Embassy in Islamabad.

WE HAVE a problem to solve, and 
we are not solving it. The Knesset is 
going to pass a law reducing the 
amount of money that the govern- 
ment may print. 

The government cannot find more 
funds to borrow, so this law will 
force it to cut expenditure. But it 
can't. It wants to; but the people of 
Israel won't let it. or will let it cut 
only a bit. 

Two sectors of the population are 
making that point very dear right 
now-the schoolteachers, and nurses 
and other hospital staff. The govern- 
ment says it must either pay these 
groups less, or employ fewer of their 
members. 

They agree to neither. They may’ 
yield something under hard bargain- 
ing, but only a little. The govern- 
ment will thus not save the money it 
intended to, and that will be a fai- 
lure. And the teachers’ representa- 
tives will see the government's fai- 
lure as their success. 

If the government is prevented 
from making its budget cuts in full . it 
won't be able to abide by the law 
setting limits to the amount of 
money it can print. So who is the 
winner? The schoolteachers say rhey 
are. And who are the losers? Those 
same schoolteachers, alas. 


HO\y COME they don't realize 
that?' Because they think they are 
schoolteachers, and nothing else. 
They have forgotten that they are 
also ordinary citizens. In reality, 
they belong to two interest-groups - 
yet behave as if they belong to only 
one. 

The result is positively schizophre- 
nic. In opposing the government's 
economic recovery programme, 
they are opposing their own econo- 
mic recovery. We have truly reached 
the situation described by Pooh-Ba 
in The Mikado, where "every judge 
is his own executioner.’' 

The teachers' solipsist illusion’ 
(shared by other interest-groups) 
lies at the root of Israel's economic 
crisis. It leads to appalling contradic- 
tions. Everybody deplores the crisis, 
but everybody deplores any steps the 
authorities take to solve it. 

We are moving towards disaster 
like lemmings. Shoshana Bayer, 
loquacious head of the High School 
Teachers Union, has called on the 
strike weapon to defend the benefits 
embodied in the Etzion report. 

What will that avail her if, as a 


consequence of her efforts and those 
of her counterparts in other unions, 
the country runs out of foreign cur- 
rency. the economy seizes up. mass 
unemployment spreads and the gov- 
ernment becomes unable to pay the 
teachers any wage at ail? (Many 
local authorities have been faced 
with that ven deadlock during the 
last two years. I 

ONE COULD say that trade unions 
are trade unions and cannot behave 
otherwise. That isn't necessarily so. 
They don’t have to become puppets 
of the government. Their tree func- 
tion should be to keep a foot in both 
camps and reconcile the two roles in 
their members' lives: their role as 
professionals and their role as 
citizens. 

What they should be saying to the 
ministers is: "We respect the 
cabinet's decision to cut the educa- 
tion budget by S 144. 4m., because 
that is in the national interest. Now- 
let's put our heads together and 
work out how it can be done effi- 
ciently and with the least harm to our 
members." 

Instead, they talk of “threats to 
the education system." What 
threats? Under the government’s 
plan, 60 per cent of the saving is to be 
made by imposing school fees and 
raising university tuition costs. The 
rest will be achieved by a moderate 
increase in the teachers’ work load. 

High school staff enjoy a 24-hour 
week, including two non- teaching 
hours, during which they are sup- 
posed to act a* guides and counsel- 
lors. (This is a new reform, recom- 
mended by the Etzioni commission.) 
Says the Treasury: let them continue 
to work a 24-hour week, but with 
only one non-teaching hour. Prim- 
ary school teachers have a 30-hour 
week; they too would teach one hour 
more and save an hour less counsell- 


all. Israel's physical survival is at 
stake. 

And here is a further consolation^ 
“If all the measures are earned oat," 
Treasury budget-man Avraham Sna- 
piri points out, ,k the teach ers won’t 
need to sacrifice their much- 
disputed- 6 per cent wage rise this 
year.” What more need be said?

That would eliminate 3.500 
teaching posts. A relatively painless 
way of doing this would be to freeze 
new teacher intake for one year. 
This would be hard on youngsters 
completing their teacher training; 
but better that they should look for 
other employment if only temporari- 
ly. than that employed teachers be 
made redundant. 

A number of teachers in jobs - it 
must be said - may have to jnake the 
sacrifice of changing classes, or even 
schools. But they can console them- 
selves with the reflection that, after 


THE PUBLIC is hearing vociferous 
complaints from the country’s nurses 
and other hospital staff. They claim 
they cannot cope, that they are over- 
worked and under-staffed and lack 
drugs and other supplies. 

The government proposes to re- 
duce its health expenditure by 
£85m., and here again the proposed 
cut in the service is moderate. 

Most of the shortfall ($60m.) will 
be made good by charges dapped on 
the patients. The monthly due paid 
by members of Kupat Holim should 
be increased, the Treasury suggests, 
by making the scale more progres- 
sive (and thus hitting the bigger 
salary -earners). 

Moreover, they say, a fee of 52 peT 
visit to the doctor should be im- 
posed. Children, old people and the 
chronically ill would be exempt. Out 
of S50m. consultations yearly only 
SlOm. would be chargeable, leaving 
$25m. to be saved through econo- 
mics on the medical side. 

Government health expenditure 
increased between 1970 and 1980 by 
S-9 per cent per annum in real terms, 
which means that outlays doubled in 
those 10 years. Were the personnel 
overworked and under-staffed 'in 
1970? Did they lack medicines then', 
and was everything in short supply? 

Since 1980, outlays have remained 
unchanged, with no ups or downs, 
which means a small drop per capita 
as the population continues to rise. 
The proposed cut this year (1985) 
amounts to another 4 per cent, or 6 
per cent per capita (S25m. out of a 
5600m. budget). 

If there is a genuine desire on the 
part of all concerned to make that 
saving, it should not be beyond their 
capacities to devise ways of doing it 
economically and with minimum dis- 
turbance. There is plenty of fat in the 
system. 
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IT IS POSSIBLE to save on equip- 
ment by using it more intensively. 
We are prone to extravagance. Last 
year, Israel's hospitals possessed 11 
super-modern CAT-scanners. 


According to the Treasury, all the 
hospitals in France, a country with 
10 times Israel’s population, owned 
only four CAT-scanners last year 
between them. This year, 16 CAT- 
scanners are operating in Israel. 

Not only are the hospitals over- 
equipped, with a great deal of expen- 
sive materia] lying around unused 
for 18 hours a day, the hospitals 
theifselves are in over-supply. Bikur 
Holim in Jerusalem could be closed, 
for one, with no harm done. The 
patients could be shifted to Shaarei 
Tzedek, which has plenty of vacant 
space. 

But such radical remedies are 
anathema to the unions, which pre- 
fer to let the stock of medicines run 
out and then raise a hue and cry 
about that. 

It is, of course, a hard thing to 
liquidate a hospital like Bikur Holim 
with all its staff. Some would find 
work in the expanded Shaarei 
Tzedek hospital, (nurses, in particu- 
lar, are at a premium), while others 
would have to seek employment in 
other sectors of the economy. 

The ordeal cannot be avoided 
altogether -nor should it be. Surplus 
personnel cannot be maintained in 
redundant tasks at the nation's ex- 
pense for ever. There is no such 
thing in any country as eternally 
fixed places of employment.

THE OTHER day we raninto an old 
friend, Abie Jobnik, whom we 
hadn't seen since he joined the Fi- 
nance Ministry. The years had trea- 
ted him well. He has lost the lean 
and hungry look of an idealist; now 
he sports the small paunch of the 
well-to-do. He waved away the sug- 
gestion that his bloodshot eyes indi- 
cated overwork; no, they were the 
result of caffeine poisoning - too 
many coffee breaks. 

"I'm heading my own unit now,” 
he said with a satisfied smile. It's 
called the Distressed Industries De- 
partment.” 

“What exactly do you do?" 

"Well, I disseminate disinforma- 
tion - that’s the scientific name for 
spreading rumours." 

“How does this help an industry in 
distress?’’ 

“Simple. Take the travel agents, 
for example. They were expecting a 
bad summer since the travel tax was 
increased some months ago to 5150 a 
person and a 20 per cent tax on the 
ticket itself. Well, we simply spread 
around a rumour that the tax is going 
to be raised to 5300, 5450, or 5500, 
that the tax will be three times more 
than the cost of the ticket. So every- 
body rushes to go abroad im- 
mediately, to get out of the country 
before tbe next tax hike takes effect. 
This will tide the travel agents over 
until winter, and then we'll start 
granting exemptions for students 
studying abroad, for new immigrants 
less than five years in the country, 
and so on. By next summer there will 
be so many exemptions that the tax 
will not be effective at all in keeping 
anybody in Israel.'’ 



“How do you disseminate disin- 
formation?” 

“It's a new science. Each case has 
to be tackled on its merits. In this 
specific instance. I posed as a jour- 
nalist. I called up an Alignment 
economic minister and askecfhim to 
confirm a report that a Likud econo- 
mic minister was proposing to raise 
the travel tax. Since these two minis- 
ters don't talk to each other, and 
since the Alignment minister didn't 
want to appear out of the overall 
picture, he confirmed the story - 
with reservations of course. That 
way he could double-talk his way out 
later if it proved untrue. Then I 
called up the Likudnik and repeated 
the same information. Soon, both 
were claiming credit for our piece of 
disinformation, and both were trying 
to outbid the other in proposing a 
higher tax.” 

Abie Jobnik went on to say that 
not all his work is as easy as helping 
the travel agents.

HIS MAIN project was much more 
‘difficult and sensitive. He helps the 
commercial banks make enough 
money so the government wouldn't 
have to pay out several billion dol- 
lars for the arrangement shares in 
1988. 

“Banks make money by charging 
a commission on dealings in foreign 
currency, Patam, shares, bonds, 
mutual funds - you name it in the 


financial field, and the banks have 
their fingers in it, often their hands 
up to their elbows. We simply start a 
rumour of a major devaluation of the 
shekel. There is a huge rush out of 
index-linked bonds and short-term 
deposits into Patam. And there is an 
even bigger rush into the black mar- 
ket, so the dollar soars to 30:35 per 
cent above the official rate. (' 

“The government goes Out and 
sells dollars on tbe black market; 
then we get an economic minister to 
swear on a Bible that there will be no 
devaluation. We reinforce this by 
having some university professor of 
economics (be can't make a living, 
but at least be knows wby) point out 
that any devaluation will only cause 
the inflation bubble to swell even 
closer to bursting, and so on. Then 
there is a mad rush out of Patam and 
the black market into anything else. 
The government buys back cheap 
the dollars it sold, and the shekels 
flow back into the banks.” 

Abie' Jobnik noted with consider- 
able satisfaction that “three or four 
good devaluation scares a year can 
earn the banks a lot of commissions 
and a lot of profits - and believe you 
me, it is much easier to tax one bank 
-despite all its creative bookkeeping 
- than a hundred thousand Israelis 


who don’t know how to keep books. 
The government can also make 60 
per cent in real terms on the black 
market turnovers. To coin a phrase, 
devaluation scares are big business.'' 

Abie went on: “But we do have a 
problem with using ministers to 
spread stories about devaluations. 
It's not like the travel tax business, 
which is purely a local Israeli affair . 
Anyway, cabinet ministers can easily 
be fooled with the travel tax. They 
all go abroad without paying it, so 
they don't follow tbe situation close- 
ly. The travel tax is for the common 
people. But a real devaluation 
rumour can reach Washington, and 
Georgie Schultz can be on the phone 
within minutes. After all, he’s got 
S1.5 billion in his purse for Israel." 

So the media are used, says Abie, 
for disinformation dissemination in 
the devaluation scares. “We call up a 
reporter and deny non-existent re- 
ports about a devaluation. The re- 
porter would never let on that he 
doesn't know about the rumour, so 
he swallows the bait and begins to 
check with the economic ministers. 
The more they deny the rumour, tbe 
more he believes it is true. So he 
rushes into print, and the rest of the 
journalists follow.”

THE TRAVEL TAX

Sir, - 1 am an ordinary Israeli like 
many others, not bom here, not too 
strongly motivated politically, who 
came here voluntarily 37 years ago to 
help build up tbe country. 

I fully realise that strong measures 
are vital in the present situation to 
put us back again on a firm basis. 
Therefore, many of us reluctantly 
accepted the imposition of the 5150 
travel tax plus the 20 per cent tax on 
travel tickets and the 15 per cent levy 
on the foreign currency allocation. 

Now, we learn that travel tax is to 
be doubled and maybe trebled. Of 
course, travel abroad for holidays 
should be restricted since it means 
dipping into the country's foreign 
currency purse. But our leaders 
seem to have forgotten that Israel is 
composed of tens of thousands of 
immigrants who have come here 
from a free world for ideological 
reasons, leaving behind them close 
family. Naturally, reunions are 
necessary from time to time, particu- 
larly in times of stress. 

With the present high travel tax, it 
has become almost impossible for us 
to visit our loved ones in the home 
country and for our children who are 
abroad to visit us, since they too 
have to pay the travel tax when they 
leave. 

Old and new settlers are being 
faced with the grave decision of 
leaving the country and many are 
doing just that. As a result, Israel is 
losing its children forever and dis- 


couraging new immigrants who are 
getting fewer all the time, despite aU 
the costly emissaries sent to places 
like Hawaii. How much will actually 
be saved by increasing the travel 
' taxes, since a large percentage of 
travellers, such as business people, 
government officials and others do 
not pay it out of their own pockets. 

We are at the crossroads: we must 
regain confidence in our leaders, 
most of whom have failed to do what 
is essential - show an example. Let 
our leaders give up their pensions at 
40 after one term of office: let them 
give up their free health services for 
themselves and their families, let 
them drive old cars instead of de- 
manding the latest models: and let 
them cut down on the ridiculous 
number of ministers, deputy minis- 
ters and others. 

Rather than impose heavy travel 
taxes, let the people earn money and 
not expect the government to pro- 
vide free goodies, such as university 
education and rhe like. 

To d3te. more than 300.000 have 
left. With little or no new immigra- 
tion. we shall be left a country of 
poor senior citizens. Let us stop the 
rot before it gets further put of 
control, but let us do it sensibly, not 
by imposing hardships on small de- 
fenceless groups. If we do not over- 
come now, we shall not only be 
bankrupt financially, but also physi- 
cally and morally.
